As professional politicians they have had 
no peers in the history of the world. 
They may be said to have a genius for 
politics. 


And the Irish who have not flocked to 


the towns are doing remarkably well. 
They are farmers all over the country, 
and their success in the north Atlantic 
division of the country, on farms that 
were no longer profitable under native 
management, has been, most notable. As 
husbandmen they are frugal without be- 
ing niggardly. Their remarkable political 
strength is due to the fact that they have 
kept together when it came to voting 
more consistently than any other people. 
Thackeray says somewhere, his observa- 
tion being of the Irish in London, that 
there never was an Irishman so poor that 
he did not have another Irishman who 
looked to him for employment and sup- 
port. This was a tribute to their loyalty, 
their friendliness and generosity.—Ahis- 
lee's Magazine.

COLONIAL WOOING. 


SOME OF THE ODDITIES OF OLD TIME 


COURTSHIPS. 


Bow Early Marriage For Botb Women 


and Men \Vta Encouraged, but Heavy 
IYimlUr» Attached U> Sly Wooing— Wlti- 
ow» and Widower. Bad the ttect of It. 


As the chief and only object of a girl of 


colonial times was plainly to get married, 
it is evident that tbe sups that led hi r to 
ijiarriugo were of much importance. 
She 


WJis early taught by proncpt anil a few 
raro :nid deplorable examples to drcitO and 
i-liun 1-a-iug mi old maid. The traveler, 
John Dunton, wrote in 1C74: 


"It is true an old or superannuated maid 


In Boston is thought- such a corse as noth- 
ing «m tscocd it, look'd on as u dismal 
spectacle. " . 


He adds that unmarried women were 


called "thornbacks." The state of old 
iiialdism was reached 'at an early date. 
Hlgginson wrote of an "ancleni maid" of 
25. The letters of Mary Doning, daughter 
of Emanuel Doning, John Wimbrop's 
brothtr-in-lnw, show how bitterly her par- 
ents resented her remaining unmarried 
till about 25 years of age. 
And letters of 


her father show his mortification ao not 
"early matching" his children. The evi- 
dences of fainiiy records, of gravestones, 
of church lists, show that unmarried 
women were few. 


Loiio men, as Shakespeare called them, 


were, of course, equally 
discouraged. 


Bachelors were eyed askance and with 
much suspicion. They were watched by 
ministers, elders, deacons, magistrates, 
heads of families; the tithing man \vus 
ordered to have a "spctial eye out" on 
them. They were not permitted to live 
alono or to choose their place of lesi- 
dcnce, but had to go with whom and where 
the court assigned, and If they resented 
this treatment were sold for a term of serv- 
ice. In many of tbe colonies they had to 
pay a tax if they remained unmarried after 
a certain age. 
' All was not smooth sailing when tbe re- 
stricted and watched bachelor decided to 
nmrry and gain freedom. He co'ild not 
"make a motion of marriage"- to any 
young woman in the community without 
obtaining the consent of her parents, 
guardians or near kinsfolk. The whip- 
ping post and cat o' nino tails awaited 
him if ho "inveaglcd tbo affections of any 
maid or maidservant" by making love to 
her without proper permission. I have 
often wondered whether tho marked at- 
tractions and charms of widows in colo- 
nial days wore not somewhat due to the 
fact that a man could court them without 
being watched, or being given permission, 
or rendering account. 


Many laws restricting unlicensed lovo- 


making can bo found in court records of 
colonial days, biit fcho Xew Haven magis- 
trates severely specified the "iirvcagling" 
as "by speech, writing, message, company 
keeping, unnecessary familiarity, disor- 
derly night meetings, sinful dalliance, 
gifts or (us n final blow to inventive lov- 
ers) in any other way." 


It may plainly be seen that if a sly woo- 


er were hauled up for "inveagling" and 
threatened with the whipping post and 
stocks a bold sweetheart had a very simple 
way of thwarting tho magistrates. When 
Goodman Tuttlo of New Haven found that 
Jacob Murlin had been kissing Sirrah 
Tuttlu, iiis daughter, without kavo or 
licence, he angrily broff^ht suit against 
Jacob for inveigling Sarah's affections. 
Affairs wero looking dark for Jacob and 
the lash of the whip seemed to tremble 
near him in the air when the court nskod 
Surah whether Jacob inveigled her, and 
she demurely answered "Ko." Tho imigis- 
ti-ntt! called her a "bould virgin," but ho 
couldn't mako her say she was kissed 
against her will, so Jacob wont scot free, 
to Goodman Tutl.lo's iro. 


Those laws us to tho restraint of lovers 


were not wholly for tho control of igno- 
rant and poor folk, nor to prevent tho lo?f 
of bound servants, ns some historians havo 
imagined. They applied to all classes in 
tho community and wero taken advan- 
tage of by fathers and guardians of all 
ranks. 


An engagement of marriage was n seri- 


ous matter in those days. If thu father 
had given his consent, he could not reck- 
lessly or unreasonably interfere to break 
the contract;. 
Colonial court records, es- 


pecially thoso of Plymouth, prove that 
lovers. In turn, could sue parents for in- 
torineddling in sanctioned lovcmuking, 
and broach of promise cases were brought 
by men against women. 


In some communities, in both Plymouth 


nnd Boston, a formal betrothal, called u 
"contraction," took place. 
This was not 


held to havo a very favorable influence on 
morals, as colonial records prove, ami, as 
it furthered long engagements, WJIB not 
(inunurngcd. Cotton Mather expressed him- 
fcdf with some force upon tho subject, 


A certain sordid ness nnd meanness np- 


pcnr in many of tins accounts of wooings 
in colonial times through the eagerness of 
both the father <•!' tho bridor-nd tho groom 
to drive us shurp a bargain over the mar- 
riage contract as possible. The tender pas- 
sion was reckoned in mnny cases in pounds, 


and pencil. The pnges of Judge 
diary givo njiiplo proof of his 


tihrowd nilcniliiMon in courtships, both his 
own and his children's. And the pages nlso 
chow flint ho proved a very good husband 
in npitoof the sharpness of his bargaining. 
A marriage sottlomont wtvs a very impor- 
tant nmUer in those days. A girl could 
get married, of course, without a dowry, 
but, slio could not expect to match with 
liny one of very hi^h standing in tho com- 
munity unless she brought money in her 
pocket. 


Then; was f-oino hontlinenb in lovomnk- 


iiiK, ulheit of ii rather brgadly outlined 
kind. 
A favorite method of expression 


was by very energetic "lo\e at llrnt sight" 
and speedy murrlugn. I am constrained to 
notr thnt thu liuro of this nort of romance 
has been, In every onno which I hnvo noted, 
u widower. ]S'o roniuntio bnobelor has ever 
(alien In low nt bight, of » fair maUl who 
nit, milking iicr fathrr'n cows, proposed at 
unco ii nd mm rled her as noon an published. 
It ban ulwms been a widower who did 
this, and I am bound to slate, In approval 
of his apparently hasty rholou, that tho 
speedily won brido always proved a nota- 
bin lioiiwUi peor.

NEAR PANAMA. 


Over Four Hundred Government Sol- 


ilierx Killed. 


Kingston. Jamaica, .r*uo 10.—A battle 


was fought Jam- 13 ami 14 on the Be- 
juca plain and Antoni hill, near Pana- 
ma, between the government furces, com- j 
posed 
of three battalions, numbering 


about 1,500 men, and a force of revolu- 
tionists under General Belasarce Parras. 


It is asserted that 400 soldiers and 35 


officers of the jrovernmcnt force were 
killed and that the remainder of the gov- 
ernment army was divided. One portion, 
it appears, retreated to Erupr.'idor, on the 
Atlantic side of the isthmus, from where 
the troops were conveyed by the Panama 
railroad to Panama. 


The other portion proceeded to La 


Boca, on the Pacific side. Among the 
latter were, it is asserted, 25 carloads of 
wounded, who were taken to the Pana- 
ma hospitals. 


The 
passengers of the 
Don, the 


steamship which arrived Sunday, assert 
that General Parras addressed a letter to 
General Campos, the governor of Pana- 
ma, demanding the surrender of the city, 
adding that otherwise the place would be 
taken by force. 


The foreign consuls and merchants con- 


sulted with the governor over the situa- 
tion, but when the Don left Colon June 
15 nothing was known as to the flecision 
arrived at. 


But as General Parras was at Arrn- 


jnian, 15 miles from Panama, with 1.500 
well armed infantry and 500 cavalry it 
was believed General Campos would be 
compelled i<> surrender the city.

complimenting the bravery of the burgh- 
ers. 


It was pointed out that the surrender 


would be without dishonor to tbe burgh- 
ers and would prevent much suffering. 
Genera! Botha asked for a six days" ar- 
mistice in order to confer and consider. 
Lord Rolx?rts consented to five days. 
Finally General Botha declined to ac- 
cept the proposal, and hostilities were re- 
sumed. 


Boer Movements. 


The Boer commandoes are retiring on 


Middleburg. followed by the British cav- 
alry and artillery, occasional shells reach- 
ing the rear guards. The Boers are de- 
stroying the bridges and 
burniutr • he 


veldt behind them, carrying off provisions 
and cattle and leaving the country bar- 
ren. 


Other advices from Machadodorp say 


that the Boers have an abundance of 
arms and ammunition, with dynamite 
and oxen, aud that they are preparing 
heavy wagon trains for a retreat to..the 
Lydcnburg district, where the chiefs, not- 
withstanding rumors to The contrary, are 
determined to make a stand. The Boers 
continue to work the Barberton mines, 
says a dispatch from Loureneo Marques, 
and there are eight carloads of bar gold, 
valued at .$23,000,000, with President 
Kruger. 
The war office has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from General Roberts, dated 
Pretoria, June 10: 


'"Our force on the Zand river was at- 


tacked early on the morning of June 14 
by 800 Boers with three guns. A report 
of their movements reached Knox at 
Krooustadt, who went at once with a 
small force of all arms and drove the 
Boers off. 
They left four dead, one 


wounded and three prisoners on the 
ground. Our loss was: Officers, one killed 
and one wounded; men. ten wounded. 
Lieutenant Harrison of the Xew South 
Wales lancers afterward 
died of his 


wounds. 
Captain Egenton Green has 


been missing siuce June 11."

"What is the cost of an artificial man 


—that is, a man who is as nearly arti- 
ficial as be can be and lire?' 


"Well." answered the maker of arti- 


ficial limbs, ''that would depend upon 
bow much be could pay for reconstruc- 
tion. Assuming that you were the man 
and tbat you had come to me from the 
bands of the surgeon all ready to be 
trimmed up, I would begin by putting 
you on your feet—or, rather, putting your 
feet on yon. 
If you were satisfied to 


go stumping about the world on pin legs; 
I could fit you a pair for any price from 
$15 to ?50. 


"But if you wanted a really artistic 


pair of legs, with knee joint, ankle joint, 
rubber buffers-and a springy and elastic 
foot, they would cost you from $150 to 
$300. But you could stand and walk 
with these so as to deceive a drillmaster. 
and you could wear the two easily. 
Dancing and riding would not be too dif- 
ficult for yon after a little practice. If 
you had lost only a foot, I could replace 
it for from $25 to $50, made to measure. 


"Then you would want a pair of useful 


arms, with hands and various necessary 
implements. I am supposing that you 
had lost your arms above the elbow and 
wanted them replaced 'with working 
members. Both of them would cost you 
from $125 to $225. They would have flex- 
ible hands and wrists and elbow jomts. 
With these hands yon could hold a pen 
or pick np small objects and shake hands 
with a person without his knowing what 
he was grasping. . 


"But you could not do any hard work 


with them. You would therefore need 
several instruments which you could 
screw into the arm after having removed 
the hand. There would be "a fork, which 
would cost $3; a knife at the same price-, 
a spoon, same price; a hook at $2.50 and 
a vise at $2.50. If you wanted to play 
cards you could have & card holder at $2. 
or a cue holder for billiard playing for 
$1.50, and a rein holder for driving at 
§1.50. 
' 
' 


"I could furnish you with a hammer, 


saw, clothes brush and many other use- 
ful things—call it $50 for the lot. This 
would make a good sized total for the 
arms complete, but when you consider 
that a single finger of the first grade 
would cost you $15 the whole parapher- 
nalia for from §150 to $250 ia not so 
dear. 


"Of course your head would need a lot 


of repairing. Your hair would be torn 
off, and I would have to fit yon with a 
wig. This I could do well for about §30, 
but if you wanted a really first class arti- 
cle tbat would not be detached as a wig 
I would be obliged to charge you from 
$100 to $150 for it. 


"Then there are your teeth. You would 


not have one left, according to the speci 
fications, and 
your palate would 
be 


smashed. I could replace the palate for 
from $5 to $15. The teeth I could do for 
$10, but you would take no comfort \vitli 
them. They would never be really easy 
in your mouth and-you would lose flesh 
worrying about breaking them. Better 
.give me $40 for them, and then yon 
would have no fear of their falling out 
or breaking. 


"Then there's your nose. Of course 


tbat is shaved off. The nose, as I need 
not remind you, is an important feature 
and requires great care to be made to 
fit the rest of the face. 
It is possible 


for me to make a nose for you for $10. 
but it would pay you better to giro me 
$100 and have a "nasal organ that would 
do you proud and last as long as you 
lived, a really artistic production. 


"Both eyes have been gouged out. 
I 


have ready made eyes for almost nny 
figure you might wish to name. 
But if 


you have the money to spare and want 
a particular shade or color I would be 
obliged to charge you from $20 to $25 
for the pair. They would be the best the 
market affords, however, and an exact 
reproduction of the cyos you lost and 
made of the best material. 


"Then you would want a pair of ears. 


I would build these up of aluminium and 
wax, paint them like flesh and fasten 
them with mastic for a fee of from $40 
to $100, according to your order. 


"Your ear drums having been, destroy- 


ed, I would have to replace them. This 
would cost you from $5 to $15. They are 
perishable and would have to be renewed 
frequently. 


"That is about all I could do for you 


unless .you wanted a silver tube put in 
your windpipe. 
This , would cost you 


$1.50 if you could not afford more and 
from that up to $25. 
' "Make a list of the parts, and .you see 
they will foot up something like this:

GRANT'S LOVE OF HORSES. 
THE KING'S EXAMPLE.

"General Grant," s>aid tbe colonel, "was 


a close observer of laeu and horses. His 
eye went over the horses of an artillery 
company or of a cavalry regiment light- 
ing up with appreciation of the soldierly 
quality of horses as well as the soldierly 
quality of men. 
After-the- surrender at 


Appomattox instinctively his sympathies 
went out to tbe Confederates who owned 
and were attached to their horses, and 
one of tbe first things he thought of was 
some scheme l»y which the men might be 
permitted to take their horses home. I 
don't believe there is an old cavalryman 
that served in the Confederate service 
but warmed to General Grant from that 
minute. 


"I have always thought that General 


Grant's influence had much to do with 
inaugurating the policy that permitted 
many of our own cavalry and artillery 
men to smuggle home or to purchase at a 
mere song favorite horses or company 
pets. In one case I know tbat he openSy 
encouraged the men of an artillery com- 
pany to carry home a bay mare that had 
won a peculiar reputation. There was 
not a finer looking mare in any artillery 
company than Bay Bet. She was pur- 
chased on her good looks and her spirit, 
but she had never been harnessed, and 
she would not work in team. She caused 
so much trouble that she was finally as- 
signed to one of the officers as a riding 
horse. In weeks and months of service 
she developed the genuine dramatic bat- 
tle spirit. She carried herself as finely 
as any horse in the service. 


"On one occasion, when a good many 


of the horses were shot, the captain as a 
last resort ordered, that Bay Bet bo put 
into harness, that the guns might be 
dragged to a new position. Every one 
expected to see trouble, but Bet accepted 
the situation, and we whirled to the new 
line with the mare showing as finely as 
she would in a cavalry charge. The boys 
cheered and cheered her, and the Con- 
federates 
probably 
supposed that the 


cheers meant victory on some part of the 
line. After that Bay Bet was one of tbe 
most serviceable horses in the company, 
but she would never bear a whip. 


"She was taken home and for some 


months was allowed to play about tbe 
farm at her •v^HI, Jn.-the fall it was de- 
cided to use her in plowing. 
She took 


to the harness'well enough, a little skit-1] 
tish over the plow, but went to work like 
an old stager. But early in the day tbe 
man driving the team struck her with a' 
whip. She was furious -on the instant 
and ran away, dragging the plow and the 
old farm horse after her across the field 
in the style of a cavalry horse careering 
to the front, struck a snag of a tree pro- 
jecting from the ground and killed her- 
self. The boys of the company always 
believed that, humiliated by the whip, 
she -committed suicide."—Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Russian Relieving Force Reaches 


Pekin. 


LONDON, June 19.—The Russian re- 


lieving force arrived outside of Pekin 
this morning, say* the Shanghai corres- 
pondent of the Daily Express. They 
immediately attacked on two sides, with 
numerous artillery. The troops arrived 
apparently in the nick of time, for the 
Chinese attack on the legations was 
about to be successfully renewed. On 
the night of tbe 16th, the Chinese at- 
tacked the legations and set fire to five 
European buildings. Another version 
of the Berlin report says that the 
French, as well as the German, minis- 
ter was killed. The English at Shang- 
hai think the Chinese had foieign ad- 
vice in organizing the defence of Taku. 
It is reported at Shanghai that it was 
upon the Russian cruiser Korietz that 
the explosion occurred killing and 
wounding fifty mea. Seven hundred 
Chinese are said to have been killed in 
the taking of the Taku forts. The 
Shanghai correspondent of the Express 
Bays he is informed officially that Japan 
is mobilizing twenty five thousand 
troops for immediate transport.

How It I* Changed or Affected by Food 


and Surrounding*. 


Observation and experiment go to show 


how large an influence food has In deter- 
mining iho color of animals. Every bod/ 
knows how «isily the color of the yellow 
canary may be altered to an orange red 
by mixing cayenne popper with its food, 
though it is true that the color change 
may be produced only in very young birds 
whose feathers are not completely ma- 
tured. It is also a matter of experiment 
that all varieties of canaries arc not equally 
susceptible to the influence of the pepper, 
and it is a very curious faci that if the 
pigment that causes the red color of the 
pepper bo mixed with the food of the 
birds, without the other constituents, yel- 
low colored canaries are not in the slight- 
est degree affected by it, while brown birds 
or the brown feathers of yellow birds be- 
come distinctly lighter in hue. 


Here is another interesting experiment: 


The large tortoise shell butterfly normally 
feeds upon the leaves of the elm, while the 
small tortoise shell is addicted to nettles, 
but when some imagos of the large tor- 
toise shell were bred from caterpillars that 
bad been found upon nettles they showed 
a wonderful similarity to the smaller spe- 
cies, though the color was nearer to that 
of the larger. Quite in the same line is 
the observation that the thorn moth ex- 
hibits variations in color according as the 
larva is fed "Upon oak, hawthorn, lime or 
lilac. Many other experiments have shown 
a similar effect of food in modifying or 
completely changing the color of animals. 


Among the changes of color that are 


most perplexing, if one would refer their 
cause to utility only, is that of the gull, 
which is blue and white, ami is therefore 
generally allowed to be of protective value. 
But for the first three years of their lives 
several common species of gull have a 
brownish speckled plumage, which is to- 
tally unlike that of the older birds, on, 
which fact Mr. Beddard remarks, "If one 
color be advantageous, tho other must be 
the reverse, and three years is either a con- 
siderable period or it is not long enough." 


Another perplexing part of the subject 


is the color of deep sea animals. It is an 
established fact that marine animals can 
and do live at the enormous depth of more 
than five miles below the surface of the 
water. It is also certain that the sunlight 
does not penetrate to that depth, so that 
the animals that exist there exist in the 
midst of more than midnight darkness. 
Yet the fact is that brilliant coloration is 
generally found in them. Of what use can 
it bcf How can natural selection or sex- 
ual selection have anything to do with it? 
It is true indeed that there may be phos- 
phorescent light emitted by the animals 
themselves, and of this there are many 
evidences, but though the deep sea fish 
may be guided to its prey by a series of 
natural "bullseye" lanterns, the color of 
its prey could have no protective effect, 
but exactly the reverse.-—Our Animal 
Friends.

the Trouble* Hotel Clerk*

"The superstition about 13 works both 


waye in tho hotel business," volunteered 
the proprietor of one of our hotels, "though 
in the great majority of cases it is against 
any room that is numbered 13. People 
who aro strong enough to resist nearly all 
other- popular superstitions fall down 
when the 13 case arises for their considera- 
tion and especially when they are shown 
so a room having that number.

Hoithen told- 
tho dork that he had studied into the su- 
perstition as far" as it "related to politics 
and bad learned that"in the last three pres- 
idential conventions the men who were to 
nominate the popular candidate for presi- 
dpiit by circumstances were put into 
rooms in the convention cities numbered 
13 and that in each case their candidates 
were defeated for nomination. He thought 
the 13 did the business for them as much 
as anything else and maybe more than 
all things else combined. Now, while this 
is true, there are those who prefer 13 to 
any other number and especially those 
who aro members of the so called 13 clubs, 
who hold tb.oir meetings on the 13th of the 
months, have 13 at each table ot the din- 
ners and the like. If it was not for these, 
a room numbered 13 would be just so 
much lost space in ahoteJ."—Washington 
Star.

Devil's lake, in Wisconsin, is a glacial 


lake remarkable) for its circular form and 
for tho very curious character of tho cliffs 
that border it in many places.—Exchange.

the water. Use a moderate ilegreo of forc.o 
and tho stream will make a circuit through 
tho posterior nasal cuvity and pass out of 
tho opposite nostril, dislodging the foreign 
substance.

ous irritability and emotional disturb- 
ance go along with tho ultra sensitive 
temperament. 
He points to Scott and 


Byron as examples of men of great genius 
who were both endowed with that excess- 
ive sensibility which tends to become 
morbid, melancholy and deranged. It is 
curious tbat Dr. Winslow should take two 
poets as his illustrations, for, while all 
true poets must bo men of genius, rill mon 
of genius are certainly not poets. There 
has been a general concurrence of opinion 
to the effect; that poetry is tho product of 
mental conditions that are extraordinary, 
if not abnormal. Shelley, himself not 
free from the suspicion of mental disci-dor, 
declai-es thnVpocts arc the Inerophants of 
an xmapprehonded inspiration, the mirrors 
of tho gigantic shadows which futurity 
casts upon the present," and this defini- 
tion itself suggests some incohcrency of 
thought. Junius, in one of his famous 
letters to Sir William Draper, speaks Of 
"the melancholy madness of poetry," and 
if wo aro to confine our inspection of gen 
iuses to poets and authors alouo there 
certainly is much evidence pointing to 
the alleged affinity of genius and insanity.

Hmidrccls of patents for special features 


pertaining to bicycles aro granted each 
year by tho United States patent ofliro, 
but tho majority of them dio a natural 
death. Few pay any money to tbo invent- 
or. Tho wood rim is undoubtedly tho most 
valuable contribvition America has given 
to tbo bicycle. Nearly everything elso that 
has stood tbo test of actual use has come 
from "tho other side." Franco introduced 
the bicycle, but. England Improved it and 
gavo to riders the suspension wheel, ball 
bearings, pneumatic tire, tubular frame 
and tho ordinary and eafotytypcs. 


America has held her own in wood 


working. In fact, sho le>ids tho world, 
and cho light, strain resisting American 
buggy always lias been a rocrvel to for- 
eigners. Its wheels aro so Kght that tho 
foreigner -wonders how they told togothcr, 
but the much talked of resastanco is tho 
secret of it. It is the combination of wood 
and steel that makes tho American buggy 
possible. 
Tho wood absorbs tho s.'>ouk of 


vibration — is resilient. The»snmo principle 
applies to tho steel rail and the wood tics 
of the railway. Without tlwwood ties tho 
immense strain would tear something to 
pieces. A steel rimmed wbccl<\vithout a 
tiro is virtually a solid, which feols jars 
all through; the wood rim bears jars, ;-.s 
it is tho nature of the wood to bear them, 
saving tho wheel and tbo whole: structure 
and not suffering Itself. It is lighter than 
tho steel rim, and it permits tho frame 
nlso to bo niado lighter. There aro sonio 
incidental advantages also and sorn(j not 
BO incidental. 
For instance, tho wood 


springs back and lights itself from strain, 
while tho steel stays sprung nnd bu-jlcled; 
tho woud docs noc rust ami dent, anil eo- 
luonting tho tiro la casior. — New York 
Tribune.
